Minister’s Message 


Over the last 10 years, we have managed to decrease the annual 
number of motor vehicle accident fatalities by almost one third 
despite the population growth and increase in licensed drivers 
and registered vehicles. The number of injuries also shows a 
long-term decline. 


However, this reduction is still not good enough. There were 
1,204 persons killed and 91,706 injured in accidents during 
1983. 


Comparing 1983 with the previous year, 1982, there were both 
improvements and setbacks. The number of deaths increased 
by 5.8 per cent, but injuries declined 1.2 per cent. As well, the 
total number of accidents declined 3.2 per cent. 


Motorcycle safety continues to be one of my main highway 
safety concerns. |’'m pleased to report there were six fewer 
motorcycle drivers and three fewer passengers killed in ‘83. 
However, with the good comes the bad. Injuries continue to 
climb — a 9.2 per cent rise in motorcycle drivers injured and 
2.6 per cent more passengers. 


It seems no matter what we do to try and make it safe 
for motorists, we continue to see abuse of the law. This is 
particularly evident in-our motorcycle fatal accident statistics 
when we note the same factors involved: unlicensed and 
inexperienced drivers, alcohol impairment and failure to 
wear helmets. 


This is also true for other types of accidents. We legislate laws 
to protect road users, but unfortunately, we can't seem to 
legislate common sense. Almost 60 per cent of all drivers 
involved in accidents in 1983 were not driving properly. 
Fifty-one per cent of the drivers killed died in alcohol-related 
mishaps while 465 drivers and passengers were killed who had 
seat belts available but weren't using them. 


In 1984, we will continue our efforts to decrease these 
statistics and maintain the long-term trend of decreasing annual 
numbers of accident casualties. Yet in the final analysis, the 
ultimate responsibility for safety on our roads and streets rests 
with you, Ontario's drivers.

‘Trends in Motor Vehicle Accidents 
Death and Injury Rates over the Period 1974 - 1983 


Between 1974 and the end of 1983, Ontario’s population, the number of licensed drivers and motor vehicle 
registrations were all on the rise. Motor vehicle accidents have generally been on a downward trend during this 
period. 


In the past year, the number of deaths increased 5.8% from 1,138 deaths in 1982 to 1,204 deaths in 1983. The 
population grew from 8.71 million to 8.82 million. The death rate per 100,000 population increased to 13.7 from 
13.1 last year. The death rate over the past ten years ranges from 21.9 to 13.1. The 1983 death rate of 13.7 is 
the second lowest since the year 1944 at which time the population was 3.96 million and the death rate was 
12.6 per 100,000 population. 


There was a slight decrease in the number of persons injured, from 92,815 in 1982 to 91,706 this year. The 1983 
injury rate per 100,000 population decreased to 1040.2 from 1067.0 in 1982. 


Last year, the number of motor vehicle accidents reported totalled 181,999 a decrease of 3.2% against the 1982 
total of 187,943. There were increases of 4.5% in fatal accidents and 5.8% in persons killed. The personal injury 
accidents and persons injured decreased 0.4% and 1.2% respectively. 


The motor vehicle accident rate per one million kilometres travelled this year remained the same as last year 
at 2.8 and the fatal accident rate per 100 million kilometres travelled increased from 1.5 to 1.6. The death rate 
per 100 million kilometres travelled increased from 1.7 in 1982 to 1.8 this year. The 1983 death rate of 1.8 is 
the second lowest since 1955. 


The number of kilometres driven in 1983 was estimated at 65,358,842,000, a decrease of 0.6% from the 1982 
figure of 65,750,705,000. 


Synopsis 


During 1983, there were 181,999 reported motor vehicle accidents, a decrease of 3.2% from the total of 187,943 
accidents reported in 1982. This year, there were increases of 4.5% in fatal accidents and 5.8% in persons killed. 


Accidents involving personal injuries decreased 0.4% and persons injured decreased 1.2%. Property damage onl 
accidents decreased 4.6%. ; ae : 


Drivers killed and injured (excluding motorcycle and moped drivers) increased 8.4% and 01.%. Passengers killed 
increased 2.0% while injuries decreased 4.1%. 


Motorcycle driver fatalities decreased 5.8% while injuries increased 9.2%. Motorcycle passengers killed decreased 
13.6% and injuries increased 2.6%. Bicyclists killed and injured increased 19.5% and 3.4% respectively.

; Motorcycle Accident Statistics 


During 1983, the number of Motorcyclists killed decreased 7.1% while injuries increased 8.1%. 


The motorcycle driver fatality rate per 100,000 drivers in 1983 decreased from 35.2 in 1982 to 29.8 this year. The 
motorcycle driver injury rate per 100,000 drivers decreased from 1,592.4 in 1982 to 1,565.5 this year. 


The number of licensed drivers authorized to operate motorcycles increased 11.0% from 295,832 in 1982 to 328,518. 
Motorcycle registrations were up 11.4% from 119,641 in 1982 to an estimated 133,300 this year.

In 1983, 81.8% of the drivers involved in motor vehicle accidents were using their seat 
belts and 8.1% were not using them as compared to 80.7% of the drivers in 1982 who 
were using their seat belts and 8.7% were not. 


During 1983, there were 8.4% more driver fatalities and drivers injured increased 
0.06%. Out of the 24,642 drivers involved who had seat belts installed but were not 
using them 1.22% (302) were killed, 30.4% (7,505) were injured and 68.3% (16,835) 
were not injured. In comparison, 0.05% (129) of the drivers who were using their seat 
belts were killed, 14.1% (35,111) were injured and 85.8% (212,764) were not injured.

In 1983, 76.1% of the passengers involved in motor vehicle accidents were using their 
seat belts and 11.4% were not as compared to 73.8% of the passengers in 1982 who 
were using their seat belts and 12.7% were not. 


This year, there was a 2.0% increase in passenger fatalities and 4.1% decrease in 
passengers injured. Out of the 18,603 passengers involved who had seat belts installed 
but were not using them, 0.87% (163) were killed, 36.0% (6,697) were injured and 
63.1% (11,743) were not injured. In comparison, 0.06% (75) of the 124,109 passengers 
who were using their seat belts were killed, 16.0% (19,918) were injured and 83.9% 
(104,116) were not injured. 


CHILD RESTRAINT SYSTEMS 


During 1982, there were 3,341 children involved in motor vehicle accidents that 
had child restraint systems available. The in-use data shows that 1 child was killed, 
246 were injured and 3,017 were not injured. The remaining 1 child killed, 18 injured 
and 58 not injured were not using restraint systems or usage was unknown. 


During 1983, there were 4,398 children involved in motor vehicle accidents who had 
child restraint systems available. The in-use data shows that 1 child was killed, 331 
injured and 3,968 not injured. The remaining 2 children killed, 33 injured and 63 not 
injured were not using restraint systems or usage was unknown.

Minister’s Message 


I’m pleased to announce that Ontario motor vehicle 
accident fatalities declined in 1984 to the lowest total 
recorded in almost thirty years. Although the number of 
licensed drivers and registered vehicles continued to rise, 
the 1,132 road deaths which occurred in 1984 repre- 
sented a 6.0 per cent reduction from 1983. 


We attribute the reduction in motor vehicle accident 
fatalities to a number of factors which all work toward 
increased highway safety. 


The work of community action groups, combined with 
media and enforcement campaigns, is making impaired 
driving intolerable to an increasingly large portion of 
society. The reduction in the number of alcohol involved 
driver fatalities during the Christmas season, for example, 
indicates many people are getting the message and 
making efforts to improve road safety. 


In the area of seatbelts, our ’84 roadside survey found 
substantial increases in driver and passenger seat belt 
usage compared to ’81. Child restraint use was also up 
with some type of restraint used by 55 per cent of infants 
and 79 per cent of toddlers and preschoolers. However, 
many of the restraints were not used properly and an 
alarming number of infants were observed on other 
passengers’ laps, a very unsafe situation. 


Improvements to road design and vehicle design were 
also completed in 1984 and public education on good 
driving practices has continued. All of these factors 
contribute to making Ontario’s roads safer. 


Yet, while there have been encouraging signs, some types 
of tragic accidents remain. Fatal motorcycle accidents 
increased again, making 1984 our worst year on record 
with 142 deaths. In addition, young and inexperienced 
drivers continue to be over-represented in accidents. | am 
also concerned that the number of injuries resulting from 
motor vehicle accidents has not shown the same steady 
decline as has the number of fatalities. 


In 1985, we shall continue to focus on improving highway 
safety because while we have seen marked improvements 
in fatal accident rates over the past decade, there are, | 
am convinced, still substantial gains to be made.

Trends in Motor Vehicle Accidents 
Death and Injury Rates Over the Period 1975 - 1984 


Between 1975 and the end of 1984, Ontario’s population and the number of licensed drivers, motor 
vehicle registrations and motor vehicle accidents (with the exception of the years 1976, 1978, 1980, 
1982 and 1983) were all on the rise. During the past ten years, traffic deaths reached a high of 1,800 in 
1975 and declined to a low of 1,132 in 1984 which is the lowest annual fatality total since the year 
1958 when 1,112 persons were killed. 


In the past year, the number of deaths decreased 6.0% from 1,204 deaths in 1983 to 1,132 deaths in 
1984. The estimated population grew from 8.82 million to 9.02 million. The death rate per 100,000 
population decreased to 12.5 from 13.7 last year. The death rate over the past ten years ranges from 
21.9 to 12.5. The 1984 death rate of 12.5 is the lowest since the year 1944 at which time the 
population was 3.96 million and the death rate was 12.6 per 100,000 population. 


There was an increase in the number of persons injured, from 91,706 in 1983 to 97,230 this year. The 
1984 injury rate per 100,000 population increased to 1077.5 from 1040.2 in 1983. 


Last year, the number of motor vehicle accidents reported totalled 194,782 an increase of 7.0% against 
the 1983 total of 181,999. There were decreases of 3.0% in fatal accidents and 6.0% in persons killed. 
The personal injury accidents and persons injured increased 5.4% and 6.0% respectively. 


The motor vehicle accident rate per one million kilometres travelled this year increased to 2.9 from 2.8 

last year and the fatal accident rate per 100 million kilometres travelled decreased from 1.6 to 1.5. The 

death rate per 100 million kilometres travelled decreased from 1.84 in 19883 to 1.70 this year. The 1984 
death rate of 1.70 is the lowest since 1955. 


The number of kilometres driven in 1984 was estimated at 66,722,565,000 an increase of 2.1% from 
the 1983 figure of 65,358,842,000. 


Synopsis 


During 1984, there were 194,782 reported motor vehicle accidents, an increase of 7.0% from the total 
of 181,999 accidents reported in 1983. This year, there were decreases of 3.0% in fatal accidents and 
6.0% in persons killed. Accidents involving personal injuries increased 5.4% and persons injured 
increased 6.0%. Property damage only accidents increased by 8.0%. 


The number of drivers killed (excluding motorcycle and moped drivers) decreased 12.9% while driver 
injuries increased 7.1%. Passengers killed decreased 6.6% and injuries increased 5.2%. 


Motorcycle driver fatalitites increased 25.5% and injuries increased 3.5%. The number of motorcycle 


passengers killed remained the same as last year at 19 while injuries increased 8.6%. Bicyclists killed 
and injured increased 2.0% and 6.5% respectively.

Motorcycle Accident Statistics 


During 1984, the number of motorcyclists killed increased 21.4% and injuries increased 4.3%. 


The motorcycle driver fatality rate per 100,000 drivers in 1984 increased from 29.8 in 1983 to 34.2 this year. The motorcycle 
driver injury rate per 100,000 drivers decreased from 1565.5 in 1983 to 1478.9 this year. 


The number of licensed drivers authorized to operate motorcycles increased 9.6% from 328,518 in 1983 to 359,938. 
Motorcycle registrations were up 9.1% from 133,300 in 1983 to an estimated 145,430 this year.

In 1984, 84.1% of the drivers involved in motor vehicle accidents were reported to have been using their seat belts and 6.4% were not 
using them as compared to 81.8% of the drivers in 1983 who were using their seat belts and 8.1% were not. 


During 1984, there were 12.9% fewer driver fatalities while drivers injured increased 7.1%. Out of the 20,789 drivers involved who 
had seat belts installed but were not using them 1.13% (235) were killed, 31.7% (6,585) were injured and 67.2% (1 3,969) were not 
injured.

In 1984, 79.3% of the passengers involved in motor vehicle accidents were reported to have been using their seat belts and 8.6% were 
not as compared to 76.1% of the passengers in 1983 who were using their seat belts and 11.4% were not. 


This year, there was a 6.6% decrease in passenger fatalities and a 5.2% increase in passengers injured. Out of the 14,830 passengers 
involved who had seat belts installed but were not using them, 0.94% (140) were killed, 38.5% (5,705) were injured and 60.6% (8,985) 
were not injured. In comparison, 0.06% (83) of the 137,255 passengers who were using their seat belts were killed, 16.5% (22,711) 


were injured and 83.4% (114,461) were not injured. 


CHILD RESTRAINT SYSTEMS 


During 1983, there were 4,443 children involved in motor vehicle accidents who were reported to have had child restraint systems 
available. The installed in-use data shows that 1 child was killed, 331 were injured and 4,013 not injured. The remaining 2 children 
killed, 33 injured and 63 not injured were not using restraint systems or usage was unknown. 


During 1984, there were 5,562 children involved in motor vehicle accidents that were reported to have had child restraint systems 
available. The installed in-use data shows that 3 children were killed, 439 were injured and 5,045 were not injured. The remaining 1 
child killed, 15 injured and 59 not injured, were not using restraint systems or usage was unknown.
